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California 
rolls out 
legal pot 
‘What a way to start 
the new year, says 


a buyer in line early 
in Santa Ana

Californians lined up at dispen- 
saries throughout the state Mon- 
day morning to be among the first 
to purchase recreational mari- 
juana, more than a year after the 
state’s voters passed Proposition 
64, which legalized cannabis. 

Whether they were celebrating 
a major shift in cultural attitudes 
about marijuana or just looking 
to enjoy the right to get high le- 
gally, it was a big day for the shops 
and their customers. 

“What a way to start the new 
year,” said Rome VanBergen, 57, 
who was waiting under a green 
canopy when 420 Central in Santa 
Ana opened at 7 a.m. 

VanBergen lives in Long Beach, 
but Santa Ana was the closest city 
to have legal sales Jan. 1. 

“T don’t really smoke it or use it, 
to be honest,” VanBergen said. But 
as a longtime advocate for can- 
nabis legalization, she wanted to 
buy taxed products and show her 
support for legal shops in hopes 
that other cities and states will 
take note. 

“Tt should be legal nationally,” 
she said. “It’s a plant.” 

Medical marijuana has been 
legal in California since 1996, 
when the Golden State made his- 
tory by approving Proposition 215. 
But patients have needed a doc- 
tor’s recommendation to buy can-

10 MORE KILLED 
INIRAN AS ATTACKS 
ARE REPORTED 

ON BASES, POLICE

TEHRAN, IRAN » Protests across 
Iran saw their most violent night 
as “armed protesters” tried to 
overrun military bases and police 
stations before security forces re- 
pelled them, killing 10 people, Ira- 
nian state television said Monday. 

The demonstrations, the larg- 
est to strike Iran since its dis- 
puted 2009 presidential election, 
have taken place amid five days 
of unrest across the country and 
a death toll of at least 13 with 
the slaying of a police officer an- 
nounced late Monday. 

The protests began Thursday 
in Mashhad over economic issues 
and have expanded to several cit- 
ies, with some protesters chant- 
ing against the government and 
the supreme leader, Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei. Hundreds of people 
have been arrested. 

Iranian state television aired 
footage of a ransacked private 
bank, broken windows, over- 
turned cars and a firetruck that 
appeared to have been set ablaze. 
It said 10 people were killed by se- 
curity forces during clashes Sun- 
day night.
